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LAW ALMINISTRATORS , 


Probably one of: tbe most frustratin,?: vdth which the U,PoO investigators 

aro confronted with, is the repeated and most discouraging task of trying 
to obtain information from some official source, and where go often the find 
the are ” giv»3n the works” of redtape buck passing. 

Fortunately here in Australia, the Editor has not found this quite as bad as 
that reported from other countries, but there have been the one or two occa¬ 
sions in which some little bea.urocrat has exerted his ” authority 'hand re¬ 
fused to give some information which could have been of great help to solving 
some UFO problem . and certainly v/as not such which was a ’’secret list” class¬ 
ification. which brings me to the point of my editorial, 

Firsilyl do not wish to tr^ice credit for the main points of these views, as 
they come from a greater mind than my own . and I have merely expanded on them 
and brought them into tiie UFC viea»point . 

It is regretable but true that everywhere today one finds that the LAW is be¬ 
ing adnirlistoyed . by little governmental bodies, or groups., and still more 
deplorable thvat often a major law is being over ridden by some minor one in 
some form of bureacratic department under the head of somo ' administrator 
So much so that the Real meaning of the law is often become confused, and so 
much so that the Man on the street, is bev/ildered, and alas often begins to 
despise th law because of the confusion and his inability to interpret it 
in ra fashion he honourably desires to abide in it. 

This id- all brought about by the fact tn.at firstly the Law adiainistrator is 
taking unto himself a pO'/er which is not rightfully his , for his power is 
vested only in that HE IS FIRST A^TD LAST OITLY A SERVANT OF THE LAW. 
and while he honestly and 'visoly aclnistcrs the lav; as such . he can only gain 
the full respect of those who come undo his ?.uthority . 

But as with all human frailties . power without humility, and a spiijtual 
insight soon turns to personal aggrandisement, and it is not long before 
the person or group, is taking the next ^tep which leads to the law being 
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maladninistered and the dispensers of the lav/ now take the attitude of 

I AK THE LAV/ ” forgetting that primary function of all servants is hut to 
serve that .which has been placed in their hands to the benefit of those whose 
servants they are, ' > . ' 

Once having taken this retrograde step, they with their new found power of 
using the lav/ to assert their authoivftyj find no difficulty in dft: n twj.sting 
the craning of the application of it tvDsuit what " they” think the law was 
meant to be rather than what is really was intended to be. 

Again and again the victim who sadly falls into the' hands' of such law? dispen 
sers. after having recievdd the ” treatment” comes sadly away Wondering wheth¬ 
er Justice and mercy shall ever rule with equity. 

We here in Australia have a rather trite saying for such folk, v/hon we often 
compare them to that of one of our cariy bushrangers. ( outlaws to you USA 
folk ) namely l/cd Kelly9 when we say9 ” Ned Kelly was only in the kindergar¬ 
ten” and it is a] ai>^ingly true tv.at oftc^n. great oppression is brought to 
bear upon some peer unfortunate9 who falls foul of such personally administ¬ 
ered laws, and justice is not only blindfold 9 butsadly ^^^cks hearing 9 and 
turns a deaf car to any why dare to contest the power of THE LAY/ in the person 
of its administrator. 

The next step which quickly follov/s all such demigogs. is tho.t they soon become 
powcr-crazcd and the final and inevitable end of the real Lav; is reached in 
that they now take upon themselves the power and attitude of ” I AM MIGHTIER 
THAI/ Trill LAW” and no longer the lav/ is given consid^^T ation ot its original 
meaning over considered. THEY become the lav/, and a n .v Hitlor9 or Mussolini 
is born . and make way for many smaller ones like Castro to follow. 

Well of course you say ” It cannot hap.L^cn hero ina free country” 9 Are you 
sure it can’t ?. Just take a look at the trend of affairs in departments 
of governmental control in the major countries today. 

How often have you seen some small department thwarting the freedoms expressed 
in the basic law of your country. Compare some such bureaucratic ” laws” 
with the original law of the land, and see how much ” POY/ER” often some 
small minor law administrating body has taken to itself, and then reconsider 
your statement. 

Because I believe that no country is free from such 9 I refrain from u:ing 
illustrations which quickly come to me from a,,fnajor power over seas, for I 
fool that first until wo oursol^vf^ are fre"a-^f]jQm such taint 9 then we have 
no right to sling muck at others. 

However the British countries thank God whilst not entirely free from such 
faulty bodies and administrators, so far have been -able to keep its head 
above water, and this is mainly duo to. the difference bet\/oen th Common Law 
and the Civil law. the basis of v/hich is entirely distinct one from the other, 
and the means of turning the law to ones personal use is not so oasy9 yet 
not impossible9 if too much power is given to a minor dispensGr of it. 

And this brings us to the investigator, and his-httempts to remain ” in the 
law” and yet. not fall foul of the little departmental pov/ors that be. 

It indeed takes .a very wise man to know how to do just this, and one often 
has to have a legal mind to know hov/ to meet the law v/ith the law. 

Frankly I do not feel one can do this, for oven the groat attempts of Major 
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DonrldKuyiioj nnd hi n v:uiv,:.it assist:ints have rater u. nir.d;:a‘ of years plugging 
at " officialdonf' to roleaoo infornation* lias met vath rveouff after rebuff 
end vmat litile has bc.a'i acooriplieh..dc tends, to make-one thirilt le'w have been 
given to kw.;p him quir-t, ” throw him a f^..w crumbs’- 0.3 it uere. 

If such a body full of ntjrusiasm and energy and tiio ” br vine'’ behind it to 
carry on such a campaign can gain so little in tae iuiab-er of yoxr 3 they havo 
been at it, hov; much chr.nc.- has the little man got t-p ” bu.ck” those in the 
seat of power• ?«

bo truly if my v-^orda were taken as what I finally thivik is the outcome

’8) From tho v/ay in v/hich tho vibrations of tho embryo manifest themsc". ;vos 
one can determine the sex! 

I remember in this connection a striking proof . A woman was to have a tumour 
romov 3 d from her uterus. Ah examination of her v/riting showed - against scep¬ 
ticism of the surgeons - that it was a case of pregnancy (twins) . The sur¬ 
geons quite correctly removed two embryos that the doctors had thought was a 
tumour ( extra utcrin pregnancy ) . Another case. A married woman had no men¬ 
struations for two montiiS . The doctor’s excamination showed no sign of preg» 
nancy j and she was going to take treatments in order to start menstruations 
again. Being a friend of tho family ^ Bardeloni was akod to do his usual ex¬ 
amination of tho OTiting. This showed that it was a case of preganacy with 
a masculine embryo. The boy v/as actually born in duo time- well developed and 
strong . 

Another cases The surgeons were to remove a tumour ( endoutorin) from a young 
lady. The lady knew Bardeloni and wanted to see what his research could tell 
about her case. He said to her teat she had been pregnant for two months. 

As a matter of fact the surgeons removed a tumour9 but also they found a two 
months old embryo in a corner of tno uterus. 

During tho 280 lunar days9 which constitute tho usual period of pregnancy 
the radiation centre of the embryo ( i.e. of its QUID in space ) radiates in¬ 
variable wave tliat is to become tho individual wave of the future beineg, and 
it moves gradually until it 9 at the end of the pregnancy period9 will be 
found vertically above t^ie mother. From that moment it drav/s dowaiward until 
it- three days after birth - enters tho newborn baby. In fact9 if the baby is 
taken away he can be found through experiments with his methors handv^riting. 

The mother herself has no longer the vibration of tho baby . Consequently 
from t; 0 third day after tho birth - the QUID takes, possession of the new body 
and accompanies it throughout life. .It is also possible to determine ex¬ 
actly how many lunar days gestation period has progressed. 

This.by measuring the angle between tho mother and tho point in space from 
where tho radiation of the QUID comos . 

10) In case of a premature birt'19 tho radiation centre of tho individual 
wave ( so called psychical wave ) remains high up9 and does not descend to t 
take possession of the subject until the ninth ( lunar-) month has passed, 
i.o. only when t.o natural cycle has been completed. 

Tiio mot/ier also cnotinuos to manifest the wave of tho baby as if he was still 
within her • 

11) As the case was for dead pGoplG9 tho radiation centre of the embryo is9 
during the night hours( l8.p.m. - 10 a.m. )9 also found in other places than 
its normal lofation in space ( over the father and over tho mother ). 

12) From the study of these experiments v/ith living and’ dead and \rith preg¬ 
nancy cases a common phenomenon can bo hoted. The radiations of the embryo 
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until tliroj dyas after “birth and the radiation tho,t survives death of the sub¬ 
ject follow the same la«v/s. The bcinf^^ which leaves the earth to settle af^ain 
as a QUID or radiation centre in spacej, as well as the one which comer . 
earth-from t ie location in space^ v/here it is frjund from the moment of con¬ 
ception 9 have the characteristics of a double vibration^ - one of which is cos- 
miCy and only connected a-ith substabce by resonance. 

13 ) l/Vribing performed by either of tie two-eg*^ tv^^ins glvo^ over and beyond the 
vibtation of the individual, also that of tlxC bretherj however more weakly 

It is as thou{^h eaej of then also sinult.aneously lives the life of his twln^ 
as though toy sha,red the ■ same soul. 

This could^explain why one-ogg tv/ins are likely to share the same fate, alfs^ 
mostcontemporary and common behaviour in cases of diseases and deaths even w 
when they are thousands of miles apart from^-xich other. They fall ill at the 
same time, also when it is not a question of infections or contagious dis¬ 
eases. And they oftrn die the same day9 even of dif?ernt illnesses and far a- 
part from one another. In this v/ay the second one of th.e pair of ’’Siamese f 
twins” dies if the first one dies - not because of direct contagion9 but bee 
cause of their common vibration . ^ 

In this connection it is interesting to consider an exarriin^;tion9 which, as 
far as I can remember9 was made in I928. An old woman9 reputed to be a witch 
and well-known for her ability to ’’read” the past and the future, fell ill 
and v/as t^aken to hospital When Bardeloni had examined her hand v^n?iting 
9 he found to his urprise that it gave indications of belonging to two per¬ 
sons, one of them alive ( vibrations corresponding to the sick woman ) 
and the other one dead ( relative charcteristics . two radiation centres, one 
from the body remains and one In space dth polarization around the rela¬ 
tives during the night hours ). An examination of the case showed that the 
woman survived a sister at a twin birth. Her sister had not developed normss 
ally but was attched to the sister’s head as an excescence ( so called mole). 
Of course the mole was removed by surgeons shortly after the birth, and that 
meant death for the undeveloped sister. But the writing of the survivor, as 
belonging to an individual tv/in , radiated, besides its pv/n vibratons , 
also those of the dead Siamese sister . 

14) If we thus consider a man as being a transmitting radio station it 
should be possible to follow his wanderings, also from a great distance. 

His location can be goniometrically determined at any time by measurei?^nts 
of the vibration emap^ting from some piece of his writing « 

Bardeloni had the following experiences 

Vfhen General Nobile left with his expedition to the North Pole, his friend 
Bardeloni oade him give samples of writing from all the participants. 

Eevery night he then found the peeition and sate of health of each of the 
members of the expedition. ( ratio between the biological .and psychichal wave) 
The day when the accident happened, he understood by measuring the mentioned 
ratio, that sometningserious hadhapponed. Ho then determined the co-ordiantes 
of the place where the expedition should be found that day. Confident in his 
ov/n measurements, he went to the Ministry and announced that something serious 
had happened to General Nobile ” certainly wounded ”, He also gave the 
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exact position whore the expedition should be^ 
relieved. 


so that it could be quickly 


Naturr?.lly Mr. Bardeloni*s assertions were not believed^ but after several days 
the Gxcatness of the information proved by the interception of a Russian ra 
radio amateur in Archangelskj who, as the first, had picked up the signals 
sent from Camp Biagi asking for help. 

It was also established that Bardeloni*s co-ordinates corresponded to the lo¬ 
cation of the famour "red tent" where the shipwrecked wore camping. His co- 
ordiantes also coressponded to the direction in which the wind carried the 
abandoned airship " ITALIA" av/ay^ and the place goniometrically detrmined by 
Bardeloni) where it foil into the ice-pack with the journalist Pontremoli. 
Pontremoli survived several days until measurements^ made in Rome of his v\o?i- 
tings, revelaed his death by the appearance of the second radiation centre. 

Let us now take a Imitlc look at the vegetable realm . 

15) The ” pelargonium zonatum" ( akind of geranium ) easily catches disease 
(vegetable cancer ) caused by " bacterium timofaciens ". Fibrous excresence 
devel^^pes on the. stalk of the plant and gradually grows larger suffocating 
the plant . Little by little the plant goes into consumption, and • at last, 
dies. Under such circumstances an open oscillatory circuit can be placed 
aorund th. plant ( thic^ copper vd.re spiral of about 20 cm diameter, little 
more than 360 deg. amd with two fjTBO ends not touching eaxh other • The 
spiral is supported by lists of isolating material). After a short while 
one can sec that the plant regains its vigour^ the fibrous excresence ceases 
developing and sometimes it falls off. Not only soj but the plant grows 
exceptionally strong andgrows bigger and*attains greater luxuricnce than.do 
normal plants. 

This phenomenon is explained further as follows? Space is constantly being 
crossed by infinite electromagnetic vibrations of all wave lengths. Some of' 
tnem are in tunv3 with the mentioned circuit or some of its harmoinics^ 'and 
make it starting oscillating. The oscillating circuit- on its part- causes 
a rejuvenation of the weakening specific vibrations of the plant. This gives 
the plant new life and strength, v^hilo thOiicancer fcades av/ay . 

The famous doctor. Lhakowski of Paris had the intuition, th:it human cancer 
was of the same origin as vegote.ble cancer. He compared the cells to minia¬ 
ture radio apparatuses, tae nuclei of v/hich was the centre of the electromag¬ 
netic oscillations. Ho thus admitted his acceptance.of the fundamontal prin¬ 
ciple; " all live creatures send out radiations. " 

Since I924 he thought of applying an oscillatory circuit to the hu^an body 
as ho.had done to the pelargonium zonatum. This circuit should be similar 
to the one that " cured" the vcgotables, and it should be put around the 
neck or twisted around the waist like a belt. As a result, from a material 
of more than 23,000 exporimonts on humans, ho showed that in many cases 
whore' oscillatory circuits were applied on tumorous dise\ases, improvements 
or oven total recovery was obtained. (See 1 * Oscillation Cellulaire -Lha^.kow- 
ski - Paris ). 

Hov/ovor , while the application of an oscillatory circuit alwa^ys gives a pos¬ 
itive rogiiilt on the geraniums it is most frequently gives doubtful or negative 
pcsults on humans. Yet, Lha/ikowski - by his abundant documentation- has shown 
G,n ascertained effect in many cases, r- 
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But hero also Bardoloni had scon clearly and could give c. plvausihlo oxplan- 
ation:5 It is much easier to find syntony hetvA 3 h a plant’s oim vibration and. 
that of the circuits. This is because the vvavelength range of the vegetable 
species is narrow and close to the frequency which can - clectromagneticcally- 
o soil late a spiral mth a 20 cm dia. For humans 5 however ^ the personal 
oscillation varies from the subject9to subject • from a few decimetres to ten 
meters . As Lhakowski v/as not acquanited "with the method of measuring the hu¬ 
man vibration 9 it was9 therefor 9 only rarely the case th?-t a circuit was 
applied to a human under trc\atmont and fidning resonancGo . In 1931 he built 
some special beds with circuits of different wavelengths. B^t9 as he still 
could not measure the human wave, tno choice of one bod'instead of the other 
was made on a basis of purely empiric criterions. 

Barde.oni howeverj having smccoedod inmoasuring the aves of i^lants as well 
as of human beings 9 was able to construct circuits in perfect resonance with 
tno subject . He obtained surprising results of recoverios in some ca,nccr 
cases9 but especially in cases of functional disGa3CS9 metabolism diseases 
or too early senility .' 

As 3 ar as the treatment of Jiuman cancer was concerned 9 the results v/ere un¬ 
certain and insufficient. However9 ( apart from the fact that vegetable and 
human cancer are quite different) during the experiments wdth the geranium9 
the oscillator was almost in contact v/ith the conicer. whilu in man many organs 
and tissues come in between and lessen the effect . Also the technical di¬ 

fficulty must 'bo considered in the application of the circuit9 when cancer 
is found in less accessible parts of the body. 

16) I must alos mention similar researches and experiments made during ten 
years by Father Givanni Trione. Secretary to the Procure Generale of the 
Salesianis in Rone. He succeeded in measuring person-al waves by an ,'’onda- 
motre Father Trionc experimented on some old rose- and cedar plants by 
means of an ” Arsonwal ’ s cage” 9 which he had used some years earlier to cure 
a persistant skin disease. He observed that the plants were helped to gain 
new stregnth when he applied the solGnoide9 and he then got ’the idea to apply 
it on man9 in the hope^ of succeeding in measuring the wavelength. 

Experiments of this kind were made at the same time by German scientists, 
v/hile Bardeloni had succeeded 10 years earlier. Father Trione started by test 
ing a kind of belt or spiral on himself. The diameter of t':G spiral was grad¬ 
ually diminished from 5 metres to a diameter of 2.20 metres. 

With this final size ho obtained the same advantageous results as years ear¬ 
lier in the case of t ;e skin disoa,se. And on top of that he obtained a remark 
able improvement in his general health conditions ( he was then 70)9 i.e. 
complexion9 intellectual ability9 a marked feeling of comfort and more energy 
for work . 

After these first results he succoededj two years later 9 to make an appara¬ 
tus (” ondometro” ), v/hich could indicate man’s wave length from O.9O to 10 
metres . In most cases man’s wavelength lies between 2.80 and 6 metres. 

He succeeded in overcoming the inconvenience of the. experimenter’s vibrations 
interfering with those of the one wh was to Id rdasured. Further 9 he ob¬ 
served that in order to got response he did not need the subject present in 
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pc-rson, he could uso an otjoct which had hoon in contact v/ith tho subject . 
businply applying this object to tho apparatus instead of'the person’s hand, 
one find t;ie same wavo length, which is calculated from the indications of 
the indox of-a nilliammoter. 

By moans of the ” ondametro” Father Trinoe also succeeded in determining the 
behaviour of the embryo’s wave while still in the womb. 

V&cn he ahd measure the v/avelength, Father Trione also succeeded in construct¬ 
ing curative oscillatory circuits ( conductive spirals to have in th belt or 
motal bars to bo placed oevr or under tho bed while sleeping ) which were 
tuned perfectly to tho subject and of an efficient and proved therapeutic 
effect . I do not know, however, whether Father Trione measures tjee ’’psy¬ 
chical v/ave ” or tho ” biological v/ave” and whether he can distinguish be¬ 
tween these waves as Bardoloni did. 

AS already mentioned above, also Bardoloni built curative oscillatory cir¬ 
cuits to bo placed around tho v^aist for therapeutic purposes. The bettor tho 
effect of his circuits when compared to those of LJialcowski* s was duo to the 
fact that he could make a perfect tuned circuit, knowing the exact wavelength 
of the individual . =• . 

17) I must 9 too, toll ahout a case of particular interest for metaphysicians 

and spiritists. A young lady who was a teacher in a school in Romo, had lost 

her brother in tiio war . As she had mediumistic faculties, v/ithout falling 
into a trance, she often felt the presence and influence of her dead brother, 
especially v;hen she was in a depressed mood. She v/as. a friend of Bardoloni’s 

and went to hin: in 1932 to have her personal wave measured. In the presence 

of Mr. Bardoloni she was writing a piece of paper which should servo for tho 
mea-surement, when she stopped abruptly. Her wrist was becoming stiff and she 
said ” At this, moment I nm not myself - my brother has taken ny. hand and 
paralyzed my movements Bardoloni insisted that she ‘should go on writing 

She did so. but her hand-writing was graphologically changed. Afterwards tho 
paper was cut into two parts in order to separate tho initial writing from 
the altered one written under the influence of tho dead brother, and the 


usual measures v/erc tnlcen • The first piece of 7/riting gave wave lengths of 
tho young lady. The other piece gave a wave length that corresponded to the 
one which afterwards was derived by leasuring the radia.tions from some letters 
that had bo.;n written by the dead brotnor . 

180 And now, in ordeh to finish this survey, a case explainable with reson¬ 
ance of tho human wavo. In January 19^9 I exposed to one of the typical 
premonitions mentioned so often in netaphysic literature. I felt v/ith a t 
tragic certainty that my brother, several hundreds of miles away, and about 
v/hom I knew that he ws in good health, \/as going to die suddenly. This un¬ 
fortunately happened 10 da,ys later- a sudden disease then caused his death • 

As I know that the wavelength of my brothers biological wave was close to 
that of my own , I thought t.hat t ie premonition phenomenon might have been 
caused by the fact that our tv/o biological waves that do-y momentarily had 
been identical ( being: variable v/ith tho state of health mentioned above) 

Could it be that a tuning or a temporary iG^ontety*-of his wavelength with 
mine made mo unconsciously porcieve his condition ?. Or mabe he had uncon¬ 
sciously communicated it to me. because v/e that day, by resonance , h.ad 
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a biological personality in cenmon. With this hypothesis 1 asked Bardeloni 
to noasuro my^ and rny brother^ s ^ writings* on the fatal day^ and the biolog- 
icsol waves coincidod.
